K  ASLO  is  situated  on  the  west  side  of  Kooteii- 
ay  Luke,  B.C.  and  is  bjunded  on  the  south  by 
Kaslo  River,  botli  of  which  facts  secure  for  the 
City  an  abundant  water  supply.  Kootenay 
Lake  is  tlie  third  largest  lake  in  British  Col- 
unibia  and  has  an  area  of  141,120  acres;  this 
hufih  body  of  water,  which  never  freezes,  has 
has  a  great  influence  in  moderating  Kaslo's 
temperature  and  no  doubt  the  salubrity  of  her 
climate  is  indebted  to  her  fortunate  location. 
Kaslo  is  an  open  port  all  the  year  round  and 
splendid  C.P.  R.  Steamer  Lake  Service.  Holly 
and  ivy  grow  and  thrive  outdoors  in  Kaslo  and 
latest  official  figures  furnished  by  the  Resident 
Weather  Recorder  give  41.2  as  its  mean  tem- 
perature. She  has  a  Launch  Club  with  a  fleet 
of  fast  launches,  also  several  motor  cars  and 
many  goo<I  saddle  horses. 

Kaslo's  Financial  Position 
KASLO  owns  her  own  water  works  with  a 
Reservoir  ca|>acity  of  40,000  cubic  feet;  she  also 
owns  her  Electric  Light  Plant,  consequently 
the  City  is  more  brightly  illuminated  than 
many  a  Metropolis  ten  timed  her  size.  There 
are  many  cement  side  walks  and  more  are 
contemplated. 

Her  Municipal  finances  are  in  goo<l  standing 
and  per  capita  she  is  proliably  the  wealthiest 
Town  in  B.  C.  as  with  a  population  of  not 
more  than  one  thousand  her  citizens  last  year 
(1918)  purchased  $82,000  w<)rtli  of  Victory 
Bonds  as  well  as  helping  liberally  in  the  1917 
loan. 

In  1897  Kaslo  raised  the  first  One  Hundred 
Dollars  for  the  endowment  of  the  \'ictorian 
Order  of  Nurses  in  the  whole  Dominion  of 
Canada. 

Transportation  Facif'ties 
K.\SLO  has  rail  and  steamboat  services,  the 
former  tri-weekly  and  the  latter  daily  (except 
Siniday)  By  C.P.R.  she  connects  with  Revel- 
stoke  via  Nakusp,  and  one  can  leave  Vancouv. 
er  at  4  p.m.  today    and  arrive  in  Kaslo  tomor. 
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row  eveiiinff,  a  journey  of  only  27  hours.  By 
C.  P.  R.  Steamer  you  connect  at  Kootenay 
Landing  with  tlie  Crow's  Nest  Pass  Railway 
for  Calgary,  or  any  other  point  east  on  the 
main  line  of  the  C.P.R.  or  other  lines,  also  by 
this  rc»utc  you  can  leave  Kaslo  in  the  morning 
and  arrive  in  Siiokane  that  same  evening,  a 
journey  of  12  hours.  Kaslo  has  one  daily  mail 
service,  and  tri-weekly,  two  services  a  day. 

A  Home  City 
K.\!SL()  is  essentially  a  Home  City  surround- 
ed by  beautiful  gardens.  She  has  Anglican 
Catholic,  Presbyterian  and  Methodist  Churches 
with  resident  Clergymen.  Her  Public  and 
High  School  has  an  ideal  location,  with  suffic- 
ient acreage  to  accomodate  a  suggested  Pro- 
vincial Agricultural  College,  also  play  grounds 

The  Queen  Victoria  Hospital  is  steam  heat- 
ed and  well  equipped  and  has  a  caimcity  of  20 
beds,  operating  room,  x-ray,  as  well  as  nurses 
annex  consisting  of  4  bedrooms  with  liath 
rooms,  sitting  and  dining  rocms. 

Kaslo  has  a  Tennis  Court,  Base  Ball  grounds 
Skating  Rink,  Drill  Hall,  and  perfect  bathing 
beach  and  |)arks.

obtained  first  prize  in  world-wide  fruit  exhibit- 
ions. Small  fruits  are  wonderfully  abundant 
and  an  analyticial  report  from  the  C.  P.  R. 
chemist  states  that  certain  properties  exist  in 
jam  made  from  Ka.sln  fruit  that  makes  it  sup- 
erior to  any  other  purchased  by  them.
